and that the Bay of Quinte 
could become polluted from this. 

The battle for sewers for Des- 
eronto began approximately eight 
years ago, and finally has become 
a reality.

Accidents Decrease 
Slightly In 1968 


There was a decline in the no. 
of fatal accidents in Canada in 
1968 compared to the previous 
year for the first time since 1960. 

Accidental deaths totalled 11, 
493 in 1968 comparaed to 11,596 
in 1967 and the accidental death 
tate per 100,000 population drop- 
ped from 56.8 to 55.4in the same 
period, 

This information is contained 
in " Accident Facts 1968" pre- 
pared last month by the Canada 
Safety Council in co-operation 
with the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, Vital Statistics section . 

Traffic remained by far the 
main couse of accidental deaths 
accounting for 5,375 fatalities 
or 46.8 per cent of the total. The 
1967 figure wos 5, 412. 

The other leading causes of 
occidental deaths were: falls, 1, 
713 compared to 1,711 in 1967; 
drownings, 1,087 compared to 
1,200 in '67; fire and explosions 
682 compared to 729; poisonings 
593 compared to 484 and suffoca- 
tions 534 compared to 560 in '67. 

Of all non- transport acciden- 
tal deaths,2,305 or 40.1 percent: 
occurred in the home. 

The ratio of male accidental 
deaths to those of females remain- 
ed at about five totwo, 8, 148, 
compared to 3, 345. 

The decth rate per 100,000 
population varied widely within 
the country, from 45.4 percent 
in Newfoundland to 167.7 in the 
Northwest territories. 

The figures for the other prov- 
inces were 78.2 in Prince Edward 
Island: 62.4 in Nova Scotia 67.6 
in New Brunswick: 51.3 in Que. 
51.4 in Ontario; 52.7 in Mani- 
toba; 62.1 in Saskatchewan:58. 1 
in Alberto: 70.6 in B.C. and 
146.7 in the Yukon.

SHOULD I FORCE MY CHILD TO

Shall 1 make my child go to 
Sunday school and church? Yes ! 
And with no further discussion 
about the matter. Startled? Why? 
How do you answer Junior when 
he comes to breakfast on Monday 
morning and announces to you 
that he is not going to school any 
more? You know! Junior goes . 
How do you answer when Junior 
comes in very much besmudged , 
and says " I'm not going to takea , 
bath: " Junior bathes,doesn't he? » 

Why all this timidity then, in } 
the realm of his spiritual guid- 
ance and growth? Going to let 
him wait and decide what church 
he'll go to when he's old enough? 
Quit your kidding | You didn't 
wait until you were old enough! 
You don't wait until he's old en- 
ough to decide whether he wants 
to go to school of not - to start 
his education. You don't wait 
until he's old enough to decide 
whether he wishes to be clean or 
dirty do you? Do you wait until 
he's old enough to decide if he 
wants to take his medicine when 
he is sick?

FIRST MISSION 
IS MARKED 


The white man's first toe-hold 
on Quinte territory was commem= 
orated last Sunday, with the un- 
veiling of ahistorical plaque hon- 
oring Kente Mission to the Cayu- 
gas at Consecon. . 

The Kente Mission was estab - 
lished by members of the Society 
of St. Sulphice on Consecon Lake 
in 1668. Rev. J. Claude Labrec- 
que.,College de Montreal, rep- 
resenting the Society, unveiled 
and dedicated the plaque, pro- 
vided by the Ontario Public rec- 
ords and archives department . 

The ceremony in the village 
park in Consecon wos arranged 
& sponsored by the Prince Edward 
Historical Society whose president 
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David R. Taylor, 
chairman. 

Bands of Iroquois Indians mig- 
rated from their homeland south 
of Lake Ontario about 1650 and 
established villages on the north 
shore. The hunting grounds north 
of the lake were richer, and after 
their Huron enemies were scatter- 
ed by the British, the area was 
opened to the Iroquois. 

Some Cayugos crossed Lake 
Ontario and established a village 
near Consecon , whose Indian name 
was probably Kentio or Kenta & 
was called Kente by the French. 
It was later changed to Quinte 
i by the English. 

Two Sulpician priests founded 
a mission to the Cayuga band in 
1668. It was abandoned 12 years 
later when the Jesuits gained the 
upper hand in ecclesiastical af- 
fairs in Quebec.

Indians To Use 
Federal Grants To 
Strengthen Policy 
Opposition 


Indians may be fighting the 
proposed new federal Indian Pol- 
icy with a federal grant of about 
$ 53,000. 

The annual meeting of the Un- 
ion of Ontario Indians held last 
Saturday at Thunder Bay was told 
by John McGilp, regional direc- 
tor of the Indian Affairs Branch, 
that a grant of $1. for each In- 
dian in Ontario will be made 

The grant is being made to as- 
sist the UOl in building a sound 
organization, he said. 

But Chief Frederick Plain of 
Sernia,newly-elected Union Pre- 
sident said the grant will helpes- 
tablish better communications be- 
tween Indians and set up region- 
al workshop meetings where real 
issues and problems can be talked 
over. 

He said top priority will be 
given to uniting Ontario Indians 
against the proposed federal In- 
dian policy before the govern - 
ment can begin to carry it out. 

Discussion during the meeting 
indicated one of the biggest pro- 
blems facing the UOI is the lack 
of communications between not 
only the Indians in northern and 
southern Ontario,but even neigh- 
boring Indian reserves. 

Delegates charged the federal 
government appears to be trying 
to divide the Indians by " trying 
to sell "the policy to indivual

The federal grant was the sec- 
ond of more than 50,000 announ- 
ced at the meeting. Earlier In- 
dians were told by telephone that 
Ontario is granting $ 54,400 for 
a study by UO! of conditions on 
reserves. 

Robert Bennett, who recently 
resigned as commissioner of the 
United States bureau of Indian 
Affairs, said U.S. Indians contin- 
ue tobe treated as pawns between 
the federal and state governments 

Delegates were eager to hear 
him becouse of the similarity be- 
tween the proposed Canadian pol- 
icy and one begun in the U.S.in 
1953 and abandoned in 1958. 

Mr. Bennett, an Oneida who 
graduated from an Indian Board- 
ing school, said the psychologi - 
cal effect of the 1953 policy was 
even more damaging than the 
practical effect,in which commun- 
al Indian land was broken up and 
distributed to individual Indians. 

"It in effect said that you are 
no longer an Indian tribe and you 
are no longer an Indian. " 

"This is what upset the Indian 
people more than anything because 
they felt that this was a way the 
government was using to destroy 
Indians as a people. 

Under the proposed Canadian 
policy, Canada's 237,490 regis- 
fered Indians will be put on the 
same legal footing as all other 
Canadians.The government wants 
to end the reserve system & give 
Indian bands ownership of lands 
they now occupy. 

Also the Indian Act would be 
repealed and the Indian Affairs 
branch would be abolished within 
five years.

Power, one of the province's 
most vital resources, is the 
theme of one of the largest dis- 
plays at the new $30 million 
Ontario Science Centre in Me- 
tro Toronto. The story of energy 
is told dramatically in sound, 
light, action and script. 

Created by Ontario Hydro 
as its contribution to Ontario's 
Centennial project, the exhibit 
was turned over Thursday, Sept. 
18th in an official ceremony by 
Chairman George E. Gathercole 
on behalf of Hydro to the Hon. 
James A. Auld, the Minister of 
Tourism and Information, the 
Minister responsible for the Cen- 
tre. 

Occupying a sizeable section 
5,000 square feet, inthe Hall 
of Engineering, the exhibit is 
devoted largely to the present 
and the future, with passing re- 
ference to the early development 
of electric power inthe prov- 
ince. 

During the coming years 
millions of school children from 
all parts of Ontario as well as 
adults will be brought, through 
informative audience-participa- 
tion devices, into the world of 
electricity. There are also a 
number of unusual demonstrations 
of the effects of electricity ,such 
as " Jacob's Ladder, “a Van de 
Graaf and the three-dimensional 
displays of control switches , 
circuit- breaker and transformers 

At the entrance, a large dis- 
play traces the history of Hydro, 
‘one of the world's greatest elec- 
trical utilities, from its founding 
in 1906. As the voice of a nar- 
rator ( Jack Dennett ) tells the 
story, animated lights show the 
flow of energy and trace the ra- 
pid growth of electrical energy 
which is doubling every decade. 

Close by the large map is an 
island-type display of o select 
group of museum artifacts from 
an earlier period of electrical 
‘opparatus and devices. Arranged 
Ground these is the group of 
historical photos in black and 
white and colour and a brief des- 
cription of significant chronolog- 
ical dates. 

In the intimate mini-theatre, 
a large diorama illustrates the 
fain cycle, entitled "Weather at 
Work ". It consists of a section 
of simulated terrain with model 
hills, streams, lakes and small 
towns. Clouds form, rain falls, 
thunder and lightning rumble , 
and flash, woter gathers into 
streams and rivers and flows to- 
wards the lake. The stream is 
dammed and a mode! hydro-elec- 

tric station operated with power

are models illustrating other 
sources of Hydro generation , 
fossil- fueled plants and nuclear 
stations. 

Outside the diorama an anim- 
ated explanation depicts the wor 
kings of generating stations Steam 
condenses, fires roar, neutrons 
split off and turbines spin as 
buttons are pushed to activate 
these displays. Visitors can see | 
how electrical energy leaves 
the generators and is transmitted 
over the power network. Facts, 
figures and illustrations show 
the massive operation ot work. 
Transformers are explained and | 
visitors can operate o device to 
see the principle of transforma- 
tion at work. A 20 - foot 
quorter - scale model of anextra 
high voltage tower is included. 

The functioning of a sub- sta- 
tion is shown with schematic and | 
animated illustrations. Protec - 
tion functions show actual cir- 
blast circuit breakers and a cross | 
sectional three-dimension model | 
which shows the arc- quenching | 
action. 

A stage in the centre of the 
exhibit draws rapt attention. A 
demonstrator puts a number of el- 
ectrical "fireworks " through 
their paces. A tesla coil tantali- 
zes insulators at over a million 
volts. There is the snap-crackle | 
of 15,00 volts,the climb of high | 
voltage and current up Jacob" s |
